Subscriptions for more than $500,000 
which have been made toward the rew 
$1,000,000 home of the Rocky Mountain

in Belgium’and Northern France, ac- 
cording tO an announcement made last 
night at a dinner tendered toe Herbert 
C. Hoover, Chairman of the Commission 
for Relief in Belgium. John Hays Ham- 
mond, President and one of the found- 
ers of the club, presided at the dinner, 
which was held in the Bankers’ Club, 
120 Broadway, and was attended by 
several hundred leaders. of the financial 
district. 

Mr. Hammond announced that the 
new fund would be known as the Rocky 
Mountain Club Hoover Fund for Bel- 
gian Relief, and told of its. inception. 
He brought loud applause from the 
diners when he said that $100,000 had 
already been paid into the fund. He 
said that the name of the donop could 
not be announced, but it was generally 
understood that Colonel William B. 
Thompson, banker and mine owner, had 
given the %100,000 to Mr. Hoover within 
twenty-four hours of Mr. Hoover’s ar- 
rival here. Nee \ i ; 

“ At @ meeting of tne Board of Di- 
-rectors of, the Rocky: Mewntain Club a 
few weeks ugo,” Mr. Hammond said, 
“it was decided to erect a clubhouse 
to cost $1,000,000, and steps. were taken 
toward that end. During the last few 
days Mr. Hoover, a member of the club 
for many years, has told us of a mat- 
ter of much greater urgency than a 
new clubhouse. I allude to his ndéble 
work in Belgium. While the Board of 
Directors have not given up thé plans 
for a new home forthe club, they -have 
unanimously decided to co-operate with 
Mr. Hoover. Committees will be chosen 
to solicit funds for his Belgian relief 
work. I am sure that when you have 
heard Mr. Hocver describe the deplo- 
rable conditions in Belgium. you will 
indorse the artion of the board.’’ 

Mr. Hammond introduced Alexander 
J. Hemphill, Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany, who paid tribute to Mr. Hoover, 
with whom he has been associated for 
more than ‘two years in the Belgian re- 
lef work. 

“The Belgian retief would neyer have 
been undertaken if Mr. Hoover had not 
been in London when the war started,”’ 
fhe said. He then told how Mr. Hoover 
had organized his corps of relief workers, 
and added: ‘If it were not for Mr. 
Hoover’s work in Belgium, the United 
States would not have a friend abroad. 
This is a harsh statement but true, nev- 
ertheless:’’ 

Mr. Hemphill then introduced Mr. 
Hoover, who made his first public ad- 
dress since his arrival here about two 
weeks ago. 

“I feel. greatly embarrassed and 
greatly moved by the. words’ I have 
heard.and by the action of the club,” 
he said. ‘‘T’ received the response. of 
‘the club within twenty-four hours after 
my arrival here in a mood of great dis- 
couragement.

St. Theodore, said to 
havd been converted by her Gérman 
captors into a supplémentary raidér, 
might be headed toward the North At- 
lantic navigation lanés leading to New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, and Bal- 
timore. 

One of the reports current in shipping.

COPENHAGEN, Jan. 29.—Twenty-six 
Swedish, Norwegian, and American sea- 
men, who were involuntary passengers 
of the captured British, steamer Yarrow-

tured by.a raider in the Atlantic Ocean, 
arrived in Copenhagen today. They had 
been captives for nearly a, month in

Ofie of them made this statement con- 
cerning the raider, which he called the 
Miwe: 

‘“The Méwe is a finely masked cruiser 
of 12,000 tons. It is impossible to-dis- 
cover anything unusual about her before 
the rail drops down and the guns are 
uncovered. The Méwe is also carrying 
sails, which prevent any view of the 
deck. 

“‘The cruiser is quite new and. armed 
with four big guns and two smaller 
jones. She has four torpedo tubes. The 
German war flag is hoisted when the 
attack begins... Qn the smokestacks of 
the raider are two réd. strokes. Her 
speed ig twenty-two miles an hour. + 
~“ The crew of the Méwe eaid that she 
had sufficient provisions and ammuni- 
tion on board to last through February 

March. u ; 

“IT -was serving as a sailor on board 
the steamer, Cambrian Range, en route 
from America to Liverpool, whéen we 
met the Miwe and were ordered along- 
side. ‘Our ship was not armed, if she 
had been I should not have beén here 
now. ‘the crews of the armed. ships, 
eaptured by the Méwe, are all held in 
Germany. Besides some hundred 
Americans there are Swedes, , three 
Dutchmen, and one Dane, thus kept as 
prisoners in Germany. .. 

“The Cambrian. Range was sunk by 
the aid of a couple of mines. We after- 
‘wards saw how a long list of British 
steamers were captured and sunk. One 
of them had 1,200 horses’ on board.

Eight neutral seamen and twelve stokers 
were hired for good, wages and worked 
on board the Yarrowdale, but if any 
danger was impending we were all sent 
below and the hatches were closéd, Un- 
der -the boiler were two mines’ which 
were connected ith the bridge.

Therefore it is essential to see 
whether our war aims, whith involve 
such sacrifices for us, are in conflict 
with those essential conditions indicated 
by. President Wilson as necessary to 
safeguard peace in the future. 

“The aims of Italy are indispensable 
conditions of peace. Mr. Wilson cited 
as an example of what was needed the 
reconstruction, of Poland, adding that 
it was necessary to have ‘ inviolable 
security of lites of worship atid of: in- 
dustrial ana social developmént’ for all 
peoples who have lived hitherto ‘ under 
the power of Governments devoted to a 
faith and ype hostile to their own.’

FROM SEA TO.ALSACE 


British Make Attack Near Armen- 
tieres—Germans Active Near 
Hartmanns-Weilerkopf. 


LONDON, Jan. 29.—The report: from 
British Headquarters in France tonight 
reads as follows: 

We blew a mine yesterday afternoon 
southwest of Lens with good effect. 

Early this morning, we raided. the 
enemy's linés northeast of Vermelles, 
bombing his dugouts and inflicting 
many casualties. . 

The enemy’s positions: also were en- 
tered by us last night northeast of 
Armentiéres. Our troops penetrated 
the enemy’s third line again and de- 
stroyed his dugouts, together with their 
occupants. A considerable number of 

Germans encountered in the trenches 
were killed; in addition 4 few prisoners 
were secured in the course of these 
two raids. 

There was considerable artillery ac- 
tivity on both sides during the day 
north of the Somme, and also in the 
Ypres sector, We caused a large fire 
in. the.enemy’s linés. Our heavy artil- 
lery has been active north of the Ancre. 
and against the enemy’s headquarters 
ae. and dumps in the neighbor 
re) ns. . 

Much _ successful work was accom- 
plished by our airplanes yesterday and 
some fighting took place in the air. 
One enemy. machine was destroyed; 
one of ours is missing. 


BERLIN, Jan. 29, (by Wireless to 
Sayville.)—British ‘troops advance in 
three waves attacked German positions 
north of Armentiéres yesterday, the War 
Office announces.

RAID TURKS’ LINES IN GALICIA. 


Russias Demolish Trenches 
Repulse Counterattacks. 


PIETROGRAD, Jan. 29, (via London to 
British Admiralty per Wireless Press.)— 
In their offensive movement in Galicia, 
south of Brzazany, the Russians cap- 
tired and blew up a_ nuniber . of 
trenches: held by the Turks, afterward 
withdrawing to-the original Ru&sian 
lines, where attacks launched by the 
Turks were twice repulsed.

After this, the Turks twice attacked 
our. detachments, but were beaten 
back. During our occupation of the 
enemy’s trenches we captured. one 
officer and twenty-eight men of the 
Turkish rank and file. 


BERLIN, Jat. 29, (by Wireless to 
Tuckerton.)—In the fighting along the

Germans have incréased the number of

TO SPEND LESLIE MONEY. 


Suffrage Corporation Formed to Ad- 
' “minister $500,000 Fund. 


A corporation to. be called the Leslie 
Woman Suffrage Commission is to con- 
trol the money left to Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt, President .of. the National 
American Woman Suffrage Asgpciation 
and of the International Suffrage Alli- 
ance, by Mrs. Frank Leslie, for use in 
suffrage work. This was announced 
yesterday by Mrs. Catt at the National 
Headquarters, 171 Madison Avenue. The 
commission will’ be formed at once to 
take charge of the $500,000 which the ex- 
ecutors of the ‘estate aré soon to hand 
over to Mrs. Catt as the first installment 
of the money she is to receive_as residu- 
ary legatee. 

The whole of’ Mrs. Leslie’s legacy will 
be used for some specific purpose, Mrs. 
Catt said yesterday, the greater amount 
to go toward the establishment of a Na- 
tional Bureau of Suffrage Education. 

“The money will in no circumstances 


be used for the overhead or running ex- 
penses of the national or State associa- 
tions,’’ Mrs. Catt asserted. ‘* The na- 
tional association and its pes pay now 
raise and expend about $1, ear. 
To use the eit d bequest as a sa sti- 
tute for money which is now raised and 
expended through regular channels 
would in no sense an aid to 
the cause.

Two Officérs Tall How British 
Steamship Westminster Was 
Sunk Off Malta. . 


CONTRADICT BERLIN DENIAL

Captain, Chief Surgeon, and Men of 
Crew Killed by Gunshots, 
Suevivors Assert. ‘ 


In affidavits of the chief officer and 
setond officer of the British merchant 
steamer Westminster, which was tor- 
pedoed by a German submarine off Malta 
on Dee. 14, 1916, those officers swear 
that the ship was torpedoed: without 
warning, and that the lifeboats, contain- 
ing officers and crews, subsequently 
were shelle@ by the submarine. The 
depositions were received in New York 
from official British sources yesterday. 

The British Admiralty on Dec. 28 is- 
sued -a statement announcing the de- 
struction of the Westminster, and charg- 
ing that she was sent down unwarned 


fand that her crew was shelled as the 


men sought to save their lives. On Jan. 
17 the German Admiralty, answering the 
charge, stated that the submarine fired 
only one torpedo, and that the report 
that the lHfeboats were shelled was ‘‘ an 
invention.” The submarine, the German 
report added, ‘* during the whole affair 
did not fire a single cannon shot.” 

The affidavits received in New York 
tell the story of the sinking of the West- 
minster in detail, and charge that not 
only were the lifeboats shelled, but the 
Captain, chief engineer, and several men 
of the crew were killed by gunfire. 

The first affidavit, made by Chief Of- 
ficer W. E. Willcocks, reads: ©

File Plea in. Chicago: 


CHICAGO, Jan. 29.—A petition for a 
receiver: for ‘Von Frantzius & Co., for 
wmany years’ stock and grain brokers «f 
Chicago, was filed:.today by I.\B.. Perl- 
‘Man,’ as. attorney for three creditors 
representing claims of $6,400. 

Perlman alleged that the liabilities 

were . $2,700,000 and the .asséts. about 
$1,000,000 under that. Ben Marcuse, who, 
on Sept, 30 iast, resigned from the part- 
nership, leaying Von Frantzius, who died: 
Jan. 7, the sole owner, said Perlman’s; 
ullegation was ‘‘ wild guess: work,” 
.. Von Frantzius was a picturesque char- 
acter, known for his love of art. te 
came to this country forty years ago 
from Germany without funds, but built 
‘up one of the biggest brokerage houses 
in the city. He was divorced from his 
sirst wife years ago. 

Two years ago Von Frantzius gained 
notoriety by his marriage to a dancer, 
Saharct, a painting of whom had caught 
his’ fancy so that he had fallen in love 
before he knew her personally. They 
liyed t fogether only a few days when she 
desert him. Later he divorced her, 
naming her dancing partner as co-re- 
spondent. 

Yon Frantzius’s death led to further 
Publieity, as at .the home _ where. his 
children lived news of his demise was 
denied. It was also denied at_ his 
offices, wut after a iapse of twenty-four 
hours it was admitted. He died of 

natural causes. 

The Von Frantzius estate at the time 
was valued roughly at $1,750,000, The 
coqesrnt bequeathed 60 per.cent. of it 
to his son, Peter, and 40 per cent. to his 
daughter, Marieanna.

Von Frantzius & Co. were members >f 
the New York Stock Exchange until 
the death of the head of the firm. -_As 
he' was the owner of the Stock ‘Ex- 
change‘seat, the ¢onnection ceased with 
his death. .'Thé house had several cor- 
respondénts here and. did an extensive 
business in’ securities by telegraph, 11- 
through it was reduced substantially after 
Mr. Von Frantzius died. At the "office 
of one correspondent it was said reports 
from Chicago indicated that the will of 
Mr. Von Frantzius temporarily affected 
the firm’s working capital in a way to 
disturb certain creditors and caused the 
application to the court. 


BECK LAUDS FRENCH SPIRIT. 


Will Insure Peace with Victory, He 
Tells Fund for, Wounded. 


At the third annual meeting of. the 
American Fund for French Wounded. 
held yesterday afternoon in the Maxine 
Hiliott Theatre, James M. Beck, who 
served as Chairman, said, referring to 
France, that he was confident | there 
would be a peace with victory, because 
a country in which: the relation of State 
and citizens was that of a mother and 
her children was unconqterable. 

“I wish to God we had the same 
spirit,"”’ Mr. Beck said, his voice tense 
with emotion, “ the spirit of intense love 
in this country.. There is no finer, no 
nobler spirit in all the world. That is 


why France is uncgnquerable;. that is 
why there will be peace with victory, 
because a nation that is as a mother to 
its citizens and they as children to it 
cannot be beaten. But for the nation 
whose citizens look upon themselves as 
stockholders, who demand that they get 
a regular rate of interest for what they 
invest, for that country there fs no help. 
If we are to be stockholders merely, 
then I say America is doomed, and can- 
not defend herself through the dreadful 
davs that are to follow.’ 

Mr. Beck assent d that,the society had 
raised $1,509,000, hand collected 6,500,000 
useful articles for French sufferers, ra 
in a thousand ways had justified its ex- 
istence and placed the whole American 
people under a debt for this. service. But 
America has only bégun to discharge 
her great debt to France, he said.

LAST OF THE “ CHARACTERS.” 

The old Washington is no more. It 
may have seemed an insignificant 
thing when Shoomaker’s disapptared 
from Pennsylvania Avenue and Han- 
cock’s’ closed its doors, but those 
things were symbols, like crape on the 
Washington has changed its 
character, which is to say that the old 
Washington is dead and a néw one 
begun. “Th’ riew kind,” as Mr. 
Dooley said of a world without alcohol, 
“ may be betther: but it'll be diff'rent, 
an’ th’ wurruld will be a sadder an’ a 
safer wurruld to livé in.” _ 

The last of the “ charactérs” of 
Washington died a féw days ago, and 
with the passing of that famous tribe 
the metamorphésis becomes complete. 
There is no room for them in the 
Washington of today, but théy have 
flourished there since the Presidency 
ot “JEEFERRON, and weré a featuré of} 
its life duplicated nowhere,—the mer 
who were pointed out to you on the 
street under that title, just as were thé 
Monument and the Capitol. For a 
hundred years, if a “ character ” died 
there were always plenty more, for it 
was a self-renewing institution; but 
they have been dying off with no suc-4 
cessors for the last few years, and 
when CHARLEY Epwakrps “ of Texas "— 
thé name was never pronotinced with- 
out the suffix—died last week, a chap- 
ter in the development of Washington 
was-closed. : 

“When Britt STeRRETT went to 
“Washington,” said Célonél R. M. 
JOHNSTON once, “ hé madé a great stir | 
“ as the typical wild and woolly Weat- 
“erner, and made what seemed a 
“ granite reputation. But when C#aAR- 
“ LEY Ebwakbs arrived, hé hadn’t more 
“than got off the train and hung tip 
“ his hat before everybody was calling 
“Brit effeminate.” He had hélped 
Brann make The Iconoclast; he had 
imbibed his philosophy -of lifé unhdér 
the tutelage of Evugine Fitip. He 
wore an immensé blatk sombrero and 
a sweeping black mustache, and oncé, 
in the Senate Galléry, when he whis- 
pered, as he thought, to a néighbor, a 
Capitol attendant came down and 
touchéd him on the showléér, saying, 
“ Shouting is not permitted in thé gal- 
lery, Sit.” 

It was a sight for the gods to sée 
him and that other fatnous “ charaé- 
ter,” Dr. Breptoz, when Greek mét 
Greek; Epwarps and Bepior, stérm 
and sunshine, a cyclone and 4 Surii- 
mer day, with a rapturous crowd in- 
stantly Senarieeeing for the collision 
of fun @nd wit. “ Coarse humor; Sir, 
céarsé humor,” was always BEpiors) 
final and conclusive retort as hé 
walked sunnily away.

acquired for him a most unsavory 
reputation. Last November; how- 
ever, the Bureau of Fishéries, in an 
interesting circular entitled “The 
Grayfish—Try It,” officially  re- 
christened the contemned and- nes | 
lectéd dééfish, and incidentally de-| 
sctibed what a hutritious and delect- 
ablé fellow he was, And now Setre- 
tary Repriziy of the Department of 
Comimerce tells us that “the packers 
“of grayfish estimate that’ the 
“ present demand is tenfold the avail- 
“able supply and that one large job- 
“ber in thé Middle West has just 
“placed his fourth order sikcé the 
“fish was placed on the market in 
“‘ November.” 

In\the brief space of two months 
the Depattment of Commerce has 
created & new industry that benefits 
not only the fisherman and packer 
but the consumer as well. At present 
the grayfish is being packed plain 
ike salmon, and “& ¢an containing 
fourteén ounces of solid meat and 
providing about the same quatity of 
nutrimént as a liké amount of mé- 
dium-grade salmon may be purchased 
for 10 cents. The grayfish contains a 
little lesa protein and a little more 
fat than the salmon, but in digestibil- 
ity, richnéss, and wholesomeness it 
équals, if it does not excel, many of 
our popular fisy foods. One interest- 
ing result of the analysés thus far 
thade by thé Government is that the 
grayfish is entirely free from uric 
acid,~which is fot true of meéats, 
poultry, or other fishés, 

Because of the many by-products 
fobtaftiable from it, it is possible to 
mafket grayfish at a very low price. 
It thay be prepared if & variety of 
Ways—saltéd and driéd like cod, 
smoked, and cafned. In the countries 
of the Meéditerranéan it has been used 
as a fresh food from tiie imme- 
morial, Economic Circular No. 22 
of the Biifeati of Fishéries, to which 
fteféfehce has already beén made, 
gives seventeen frécipes for using the 
eannhéd fish in the preparation of 
palatable dishes. 

The grayfish is oly ofe of many 
etcelleiit séa foods Which Améfitans 
have béén loné and réckiléssly wasting 
by néglect. The intélligent housewife 
who khows#s something about food 
values and is not afraid to try a 
few dish because it is new may do 
frioré to “ Kiiock H. out of the H. C.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 29.—Robert C, 
Folwell, football coach at the University 
of Pennsylvania, has been deposed as 
head of the staff. No longer is hé affili- 
ated with athletics in any capacity at 


eard | the Red and Blue university. This an- 


nouncement is official, having as its 
authority Dr. Arthur W.- Goodspeed, 
head of the Faculty Committee on Ath- 
letics, ‘ : 

The dethroning of the man who gen- 
erally is recognized as having restored 
winning football at Penn was not due 
tu any salary grievance, as has been an- 
nounced. 

According to Dr. Goodspeed, Folwell 
Was not re-engaged because he did little 
character building for the University of 
Pennsylvania boys even if he did put the 
Red and ‘Blue back on the football map. 
Falwell was the choice of the Directors 
of the Athletic Association and the pop- 
ular candidate for re-election of many 
of the students and alumni, yet_his 
qualifications would not pass the Fac- 
bs committee. ~ 

he re-engaging of Folwell has been 
the main topic in athletic circles at the 
university since the return of the Red 
and Blue team from its trip to Pasa- 
dena, Cal., where it lost the New Year’s 
Day game to the University of Oregon, 
Secret meetings were held almost daily 
by the Football Committee, and other 
athletic solons. At the first gathering 
to discuss the eligibility of Folwell, it is 
said, the Faculty committee suggested 
that his name be eliminated for various 
reasons, which they did not care to dis- 
cuss. It was argued that Folwell’s con- 
tract had expired, and he was not to be 
reconsidered under any conditions. De- 
spite this suggestion, it is admitted the 
Football Committee included Folwell’s 
name on the list of coaches from which 
the next mentor of the gridiron would 
be chosen, but when presented to the 
Faculty committee, Folwell’s name’ was 
stricken from the list. 

Folwell was indignant when he learned 
of the Faculty Committee’s attitude, and 
déclared that he would “‘ fight the mat- 
ter to a finish.’’ 

‘“*I have known for some time,’’ he 
said, “that the Faculty Committee was 
opposed to re-engaging me as coach, but 
felt that in some way the matter could 
be adjusted. Now that they have seen 
fit to make their repudiation of my name 
public I am going to fight the matter to 
a finish. 

** Dr. Goodspeed pare I am not accept- 
able. Why? I challenge any man in 
the world to prove that my ‘actions dur- 
ing the last season have reflected on the 
University of Pennsylvania in any way. 
If Penn is through with me, I am 
through with football, but I am not go- 
ing to quit under fire.” , 

He declared that the recent California 
trip of the Pennsylvania team was more 
of a “‘ lark” for the men than anything 
else, and said he is sorry now that he 
took the trip.

I have been an oarsman from child- 
hood, and I firmly believe that I have 
rowed as hard as any man that ever 
lived. I have been a contestant in

fifty miles, and the only injury that I 
could ever discover was a few blisters 
oh each hand. 

In a period of fifty years or more I 
know of but two oarsmen who have 
died soon after their participation in a

LETTER MEN TO-FEDERATE. 


College Athletes to Form’ National 
Clan—‘“'C” Club for Columbia. 


Former athletes of the crew, gridiron, 
didmond, an@ track of several of the 
largest universities in the country are 
soon to be associated into a far-reach- 
ing organization of college men. Coming 
as an aftermath of the recent move for 
a “Y’’ club by old Yale athletes and 
as an outgrowth of similar clubs of 
letter men of .the University of Penn- 
Sylvania and Harvard, was the an- 
nouncement yesterday that plans, in- 
augurated some months ago, for a na- 
tional society of former athletes hadi 
progressed to a state where. a definite 
organization is almost at hand. 

The first public announcement of this 
national federation of weaners of college 
letters accompanied the tement yes- 
terday by Harry A. Fisher, graduate 
manager of athletics at Columbia Uni- 
versity, that a ’Varsity '‘C’’ club would 
be organized at a dinner at the Columbia 
University Club,. Gramercy Park, on 
Tuesday, Feb. 6. Fisher has been work- 
ing in conjunction with several other 
graduates, for more than two years, on 
the inauguration of this ‘‘C’’ club, 
and the actual details of electing offi- 
cers and instituting\a club will be com- 
pleted at next week's meeting and 
dinner. 

Mr.. Fisher said that for some months 
he has been working with Robeson Lea 
Perot of Philadelphia, Secretary Treas- 
urer of the Pennsylvania Club and a 
former graduate manager at the Quak- 
er‘ university, on a plan for a national 
federation. Columbia will subscribe to 
the plan soon after the organization of 
the “C’’ club, next week, and s 
Fisher said that the Cornell alumni is 
now: at work forming a club of former 
letter men and, will undoubtedly join in 
the movement Yor a netional associa- 
tions The Harvard “H”’ club and the 
new Yale society have already been ap- 
proached vnofficially, and an authori- 
tative suggestion will be made to these 
clubs within a few weeks. 

Mr. Fisher said that the national body 
would not be an association in the 
strict sense of the word, but that dinners 
and open meetings would be held an- 
nually.or more often, under the tentative 
plan, and that matters of intercollegiate 
interest would be brought up simultane- 
ously in the different -associations of 
letter men. 

The central idea, it is understood, will 
be to establish a common. bond between 
college men who have won fame and 
honor in athletic competitions, and to 
further this the emblem and identifica- 
tion button of the Pennsylvania club will 
robably be urged for adoption. The 

uaker association uses six buttons for 
its members. All are of the samerec- 
tangular size and of the same colors, red 
and blue,’ but have different designs for 
the different: branches of sport. The 
plan is to ask all member associations to 
the national federation to adopt the same 
size badge of membership and the same 
designation of sports, the only distinction 
for the different universities being the 
colors of utton. 

Mr.“ er has sent out between 18,000 
and 19, 000 notices to all-graduates of Co- 
lumbia for the inoetins and dinner of 


Feb. 6.. Records of Columbia teams and 
athletes who won their **C”’ back 
only. to 1911, when Mr. Fisher became

tice is sent in an effort to reach all men 
before 1911 who have won their letter or
